During Coffee Cou nty Commission meeting 
Resident calls for full-time commissioners

The Coffee County 
Commission meeting Monday, 
Jan. 27, was relatively short; 
however, those in attendance 
pot quite i show as one county 
resident's rémarks stirred some

Farris: also questioned how 
the districts are divided within 
the county, and Brooks 
explained the division was rec 
essary following the ruling of 
the lawsuit Dillard vs, Crenshaw 
in which the justice department 
said minorities had the right to 
have districts split in a fashion 
to allow the minority to have a 
65 percent majority in one dis- 
trict. 

Brooks said the population of 
blacks in Coffee County called 
for a division of the districts to 
allow a minority district.on the 
board. 

As Farris, concluded his 
remarks, Commissioner Tom 
Grimsley said he agreed whole- 
heartedly with Farris concerning 
the full-time commissioners.

Workman's -Comp. insurance 
for the city showed an 88 per- 
cent increase. A similar increase 
will hit the Elba Water and 
Electric Department, Mayor 
James Grimes -told council 
members. The city’s cost will 
rise from $41,055 in 2002 to 
$77,350 in 2003. 

_ Grimes reminded ‘council 
members that Elba is insured 
with a group put together sever- 
al years.ago within the Alabama 
League of Municipalities.

City employees experienced 
an unusually high claims year 
during 2002, which is the cause 
of the big increase.

A letter of Repentance............... 


2 Chronicles 7;13-14 

The Lord spoke to my heart and said, “Write a letter of repen 
tance; send it out via email and ask everybody to forward it to oth 
ers as well.” After hearing His voice the second time, | immediate 
ly surrendered and said Yes, Lord.” 

Repentance is a turnifig away from sin, disobedience, .o rebellion 
and a turning back to God. In a more general sense, repentance 
means a change of mind or a feeling of remorse or regret for past 
conduct, True repentance is a “godly sorrow” for sin, an act of turn 
ing around and going in the opposite direction. This type of repen 
tance leads to a fundamental change in a person’s relationship to 
God, 

Satan’s subtle influences are constantly upon us. He's tries to 
steal our relationship with God by fedirecting our emotions, love 
and devotion from God to the cravings of our flesh and'to do his evil 
deeds. He gradually shifts our focus to that of self-fulfillment 
When we began to walk in the flesh, we began to fulfill the desires 
of the flesh. But yet the craving, that only Jesus can satisfy, cries 
out for fulfillment. : 

We go to church on Sunday mornings for an emotional fix, Our 
spirits are lifted through praise and worship. and the Word that 
comes forth, We are encouraged to go on justa little bit farther, On 
Monday. morning, the emotional fix begins to wear off.
